The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



The primary reason for the allowance of the independent claim 31 is the inclusion 
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of the following limitations in the claim which is not found in the prior art references: 
a detector configured to detect at least one of a plurality of first signals 
using a first portion of the sequence of chips, each first signal including the 
first portion of the sequence of chips; 

a transmitter configured to transmit an acknowledgment confirming receipt 
of at least one of the plurality of first signals; 

wherein the detector is configured, after detection of the first signal, to 
detect a second signal using a second portion of the sequence of chips, the 
second signal including the second portion of the sequence of chips, wherein 
each of the plurality of first signals is shorter than the second signal and wherein 
each of the plurality of first signals and the second signal are associated with an 
access procedure. 

The primary reason for the allowance of the independent claim 39 is the inclusion 
of the following limitations in the claim which is not found in the prior art references: 

a transmitter configured to transmit a plurality of first signals, each first 
signal including a first portion of the sequence of chips; 

a receiver configured to receive an acknowledgment confirming receipt of 
at least one of the plurality of first signals; 

the transmitter further configured to transmit the plurality of first signals 
until the acknowledgement confirming receipt of at least one of the plurality of 
first signals is received; and 
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the transmitter also configured, in response to receipt of tine 
acknowledgment by the receiver, to transmit a second signal wherein the second 
signal includes a second portion of the sequence of chips and wherein each of 
the plurality of first signals is shorter than the second signal and wherein the 
plurality of first signals and the second signal are associated with an access 
procedure.
